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COINS  IN  SHAKESPEARE 


In  view  of  the  large  number  of  English  and  French  hammered  silver  coins  we  have 
described  it  seems  appropriate  to  point  out  those  which  can  be  associated  with  Shake- 
speare’s plays.  We  have,  therefore,  decided  to  include  excerpts  from  J.  Eric  Engstrom’s, 
“COINS  IN  SHAKESPEARE  — A Numismatic  Guide”,  published  by  the  Dartmouth 
College  Museum  in  1964.  This  attractive  little  book  is  available  at  $3.75  in  hard  cover 
and  $2.25  in  soft  cover,  both  postpaid.  After  the  section  where  each  type  is,  commented 
upon  by  the  author  and  mentioned  in  quotations  from  various  of  the  plays  we  have 
added  our  reference  number  as  a guide  to  similar  coins  listed  in  this  issue  of  the  REVIEW. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  coins  used  from  the  14th  to  17th  Century  had  long  lives 
because  the  money  economy  of  those  times  was  very  primitive.  Few  country  people 
ever  saw  much  coined  money.  This  means,  for  example,  that  groats  mentioned  in  the 
historical  plays  like  “Richard  II”  and  “Henry  IV  (Parts  I and  II)”  could  easily  have 
been  struck  in  previous  reigns  rather  than  in  the  reigns  of  those  monarchs. 


“Introduction 

Shakespeare’s  works  are  rich  in  allusions  to  coins.  Such  references  were  meant 
to  bring  his  audience  into  closer  identification  with  the  play  by  mentioning  a familiar 
aspect  of  life.  Puns  on  coins  provided  a vehicle  for  the  poet’s  ready  wit,  and  the  process 
of  minting  offered  opportunities  to  create  forceful  and  beautiful  verbal  images. 

Shakespeare  lived  in  an  age  when  coins  possessed  full  intrinsic  value ; he  was  quite 
aware  of  coins  as  individual  objects,  each  to  be  viewed  and  valued  separately.  For 
instance,  he  mentions  not  just  a ten-shilling  coin,  but  a Harry  ten-shillings;  not  a 
sixpence,  but  a milled  sixpence. 

The  Elizabethan  was  familiar  with  many  foreign  coins  not  only  because  of  trade 
with  the  Continent,  but  because  for  centuries  good  gold  and  silver  money  had  no 
nationality  or  politics.  A precious  metal  coin  was  never  turned  down  because  it  was  not 
English.  Conversely  many  English  coins  circulated  on  the  Continent,  thus  it  is  possible 
to  explain  the  many  references  to  foreign  monies  in  Shakespeare.  Often,  however,  certain 
annoying  anachronisms  appear  such  as  the  use  of  groat  in  Coriolanus  and  drachma  in 
Julius  Caesar. 

When  speaking  of  English  coins,  Shakespeare  displays  more  than  a common  knowl- 
edge. The  recollection  of  the  “Wolsey  coinage”  in  Henry  VIII  stands  as  an  example. 
Some  anachronisms  occur  even  here;  there  is  a groat  in  King  John  and  a dollar  in 

Macbeth. 
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Still,  it  is  obvious  that  Shakespeare’s  concern  was  not  to  be  numismatically  accurate, 
but  rather,  to  mention  a coin  that  his  Elizabethan  audience  would  find  familiar.  Perhaps 
moy  in  Henry  V and  solidares  in  Timon  of  Athens  were  used  not  to  suggest  real  coins, 
but  rather  as  “coin-sounding”  names.  If  Shakespeare  often  got  the  wrong  coin  in  the 
wrong  period  in  the  wrong  country,  it  should  be  remembered  that  he  didn’t  always 
follow  history  exactly,  nor  did  he  dress  his  actors  in  correct  period  costumes. 

If  the  audience  understood  generally  what  a coin  word  meant,  then  the  author’s 
purpose  was  accomplished. 

In  his  passages  which  make  use  of  minting  as  an  allusion  he  shows  himself  to  be 
familiar  with  the  process  of  coining.  References  to  different  money  of  account,  counters, 
and  bills  of  exchange  demonstrate  more  than  a rudimentary  knowledge  of  money. 

It  is  also  interesting  that  in  his  assignment  of  coin  references  to  characters  a logic 
can  be  seen.  Such  low  “characters”  as  Falstaff  and  Pistol  speak  the  largest  number  of 
lines  mentioning  coins,  counterfeits,  and  money  values.  No  doubt,  such  types  would  be 
most  concerned  with  these  matters,  while  kings  content  themselves  with  word  plays 
on  the  double  meaning  of  noble,  angel  and  crown,  and  allusions  to  the  royal  prerogative 
of  minting. 

Coins  of  Shakespeare’s  England 

Shakespeare  was  born  under  Elizabeth  I and  died  under  James  I.  The  coinage  of 
Shakespeare’s  England  thus  centers  on  the  issues  of  these  two  sovereigns. 

Of  course,  coins  of  earlier  reigns  still  circulated  in  his  lifetime,  particularly  those 
of  Henry  VIII  and  Edward  VI.  The  debasement  of  the  coinage  in  these  reigns  caused 
the  Elizabethans  to  attempt  to  restore  a fine  coinage,  and  any  base  coins  still  in  cir- 
culation were  countermarked  and  passed  at  lower  values. 

Elizabeth  issued  gold  coins  on  two  standards,  the  “standard  gold”  and  the  “crown 
gold”,  with  the  former  being  slightly  finer.  The  standard  gold  consisted  of  the  sovereign 
(30s.),  ryal  (15s),  angel  (10s.),  half-angel  (5s.)  and  quarter-angel  (2s.6d.).  With  the 
proclamation  of  1561,  these  values  were  reduced  to  20s.,  10s.,  6s.8d.,  3s.4.  and  ls.8d.  re- 
spectively. The  new  values  were  in  effect  from  1561  to  1572,  after  which  the  coins 
resumed  their  old  values.  The  crown  gold  coinage  consisted  of  the  sovereign  (or  pound, 
20s.),  half-sovereign  (or  half-pound,  10s.),  crown  (5s.),  and  half-crown  (2s.6d.).  These 
pieces  were  also  revalued  in  1561-1572  to  13s.4d.,  6s.8.,  3s.4d.,  and  ls.8d. 

The  silver  coins  were  the  crown  (5s.),  half-crown  (2s.6d.),  shilling,  sixpence,  groat 
(4d.),  threepence,  half-groat  (2d.),  three-halfpence,  penny,  three-farthings,  and  half- 
penny. The  silver  coinage  was  also  revalued  from  1561-1572,  with  the  shilling  at  8d. 
and  other  denominations  in  accordance. 

Most  of  the  coinage  pictured  Elizabeth’s  profile  bust  on  the  obverse  with  shield  and 
cross  on  the  reverse.  Many  issues  carried  numeral  year  dates.  The  number  of  small  silver 
coins,  nearly  the  same  in  size  and  design,  prompted  as  a means  of  differentiating  among 
them  the  inclusion  of  a small  rose  behind  the  Queen’s  bust  as  an  obverse  device  on  the 
threepence,  three-halfpence,  and  three-farthings.  The  rose  distinguished  these  coins  from 
the  groat,  half-groat,  and  penny. 

The  coinage  of  James  I was  similar  to  that  of  Elizabeth,  although  some  new  gold 
issues  were  attempted  at  a reduced  metallic  rate.  The  silver  coins  were  the  crown,  half- 
crown,  shilling,  sixpence,  half-groat,  penny,  and  half-penny.  A copper  farthing  was 
introduced  in  1613  as  a first  attempt  at  an  English  copper  coinage.

In  this  anachronism,  Shakespeare  compares  the  thinness  of  a face  to  a groat,  which 
shows  the  sovereign  in  profile,  thus  presenting  only  half  a face.  The  Renaissance- 
influenced  profile  portrait  first  appeared  on  English  coins  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VII.

It  was  a common  practice  to  gild  small  silver  coins  and  pass  them  as  gold  in  Shake- 
speare’s age.

While  there  was  no  three-farthing  coin  in  King  John’s  day,  this  passage  remains 
a favorite  of  the  numismatist.  As  may  be  noticed  the  three-farthing  coin  has  a rose 
behind  Elizabeth’s  head.  This  device  was  used  on  certain  silver  denominations  to  dis- 
tinguish them  from  others.  Thus  the  allusion  to  the  three-farthing  coin  and  its  rose 
becomes  clear,  in  this  reference  to  a very  thin  face.

No  farthings  were  coined  under  Elizabeth,  or  by  James  until  1613,  when  the  copper 
farthing  was  introduced.  The  smallest  Elizabethan  coin  was  the  half-penny  or  two 
farthings.  Some  of  the  base  farthings  of  Henry  VIII  were  no  doubt  still  in  circulation 
during  Shakespeare’s  life.

Both  of  these  quotations  have  to  do  with  the  game  of  shove-groat  or  shovelboard 
in  which  a smooth  coin  was  slid  along  a polished  board  into  different  compartments  at 
the  far  end.  This  tavern  game  still  persists  under  the  name  “Shove  ha’penny”.  The 
favorite  coin  for  the  game  was  a worn  (hence  smooth)  shilling  of  Edward  VI,  which 
apparently  in  Shakespeare’s  time  sold  for  a premium  of  “two  shillings  and  two  pence 
apiece”.  The  Edward  shilling  wore  evenly  and  thus  was  well  suited  for  the  game.  Shove- 
groat  shilling  and  Edward  shovelboard  were,  then,  popular  appellations  for  this  coin.

Tester  and  testril  are  corruptions  for  testoon  or  teston.  The  silver  shilling  first 
coined  by  Henry  VII  was  popularly  known  as  a testoon  as  were  the  shillings  of 
Henry  VIII  and  the  early  pieces  of  Edward  VI.  The  term  shilling  had  been  used  as  a 
money  of  account  for  centuries  before  an  actual  coin  of  twelve  pence  was  struck.  These 
early  shillings  (or  tes/toons)  were  often  debased  and  gradually  declined  from  their  original 
value  of  12d.  to  6d.  and  less. 

During  the  reign  of  Elizabeth  an  effort  was  made  to  return  to  a fine  silver  coinage, 
and  many  of  the  baser  pieces  were  called  in  and  countermarked  to  pass  at  lower  values 
in  keeping  with  their  actual  metal  content.  Before  the  coins  were  countermarked  these 
early  shillings  or  testoons  often  passed  at  sixpence,  and  thus  became  a slang  word 
eventually  for  any  sixpence.

The  new  process  of  minting  by  means  of  the  mill  and  screw  as  distinguished  from 
the  older  method  of  hand  striking  with  a hammer,  was  introduced  in  England  in  1561 
by  a French  mint-master.  The  process  met  with  opposition  from  the  mint  authorities, 
but  some  “milled”  coins  were  issued  under  Elizabeth.  This  coining  method  was  not 
generally  adopted  until  the  reign  of  Charles  II,  even  though  milled  coins  were  much 
superior  in  craftsmanship  to  the  hammered  pieces. 

This  reference  is  to  the  milled  sixpence  which  was  issued  from  1561  to  1575.

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CARDINAL  WOLSEY

Thomas  Wolsey,  as  Archbishop  of  York,  had  the  right  to  mint  silver  coins  at  the 
episcopal  mint  at  York,  with  his  initials  on  the  pieces.  However,  with  some  issues,  he 
placed  a cardinal’s  hat  under  the  royal  shield.  This  usurpation  of  the  king’s  prerogative 
was  used  as  one  of  the  articles  of  the  impeachment  against  Wolsey,  thus,  explaining  this 
interesting  numismatic  line.

Cardecue  was  the  English  version  of  “quart  d’ecu”  and  appeared  in  Shakespeare’s 
play  in  that  form,  but  most  texts  now  insert  “quart  d’ecu.”  The  French  quart  d’ecu  was 
first  coined  by  Henry  III  in  1580,  and  was  one  quarter  of  the  gold  crown  or  ecu.  In 
Shakespeare’s  time  many  gold  and  silver  coins  of  the  Continent  circulated  in  England, 
and  were  valued  in  English  money  according  to  their  weight  and  fineness.  Other  variant 
spellings  of  the  word  include  quardecue  and  cardakew.”
